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The Members of the Board of Directors of The Sunday School Times Company, being 

confronted at their meeting on the 15th day of January, 1941, with the empty chair 

which confirms the sad tidings from the other side of the country of the death on the 
13th day of this month of their fellow director, Charles G. Trumbull : 


In an effort to give some expression to their grief over his death, their appreciation of his life and 
their sympathy for the bereaved members of his family they offer the following resolution: — 


Dr. Trumbull filled so large and vivid a place in the hearts and minds of all who knev’ him, including, 
it is believed, the thousands who, even without personal contact, knew him through his writings, that we are 
persuaded that many will share with us our difficulty in grasping as a reality his passing from us. 


We believe that countless thousands besides ourselves have had their intellectual conviction of the truth 
of the factual basis of the Gospel strengthened by his scholarly writings and addresses, and their desire and 
resolve to live the fruitful, victorious life Dr. Trumbull contended was possible for all true believers. We feel 
that probably no other man of our generation has combined in equal degree such strength and skill as a 
knight of Prince Immanuel in defending the “faith once for all delivered to the saints” with such chivalrous 
courtesy and fairness in intellectual combat. He accomplished what appeared at the time of the death of 
his famous and saintly father the impossible task of adding Christlike luster to the name of Trumbull and 
of raising even past the high point it had then reached the fame and usefulness of THE SuNDAY ScHOOL TIMEs. 


Because Dr. Trumbull’s life seems to us to have been such a noble exemplification of the Christian 
virtues Bunyan personifies in his two characters, Mr. Valiant-for-truth and Mr. Standfast, it is felt that 
the words with which Bunyan records the passing of these two heroic characters in Pilgrim’s Progress are 
appropriate to be remembered at this time: 


“After this it was noised abroad that Mr. Valiant-for-truth was sent for by a summons by the same 
post as the other, and had this for a token that the summons was true, ‘That his pitcher was broken at 
the fountain’ (Eccles. xii. 6). When he understood it, he called for his friends, and told them of it. Then 
said he, I am going to my Father’s; and though with great difficulty I have got hither, yet now I do not 
repent me of all the troubles I have been at to arrive where I am. My sword I give to him that shall 
succeed me in my pilgrimage, and my courage and skill to him that can get it. My marks and scars I 
carry with me, to be a witness for me that I have fought His battles who now will be my rewarder.” 


And of Mr. Standfast we read: 





| “Then there came forth a summons for Mr. Standfast. .. . And the post brought it him open in his 
hands; the contents whereof were, that he must prepare for a change of life, for his Master was not 
willing that he should be so far from him any longer . . . and the time being come for him to haste him 


away, he, also, went down to the river. Now there was a great calm at that time in the river; wherefore Mr. 
Standfast, when he was about half-way in, stood a while, and talked to his companions that had waited upon 
him thither. And he said ,..I1 see myself now at the end of my journey; my toilsome days are ended. I 
am going to see that head which was crowned with thorns, and that face which was spit upon for me. I have 
formerly lived by hearsay and faith; but now I go where I shall live by sight, and shall be with him in 
whose company I delight myself. I have loved to hear my Lord spoken of; and wherever I have seen the 
print of his shoe in the earth, there I have coveted to set my foot too. His name has been to me a 
civet-box; yea, sweeter than all perfumes. His voice to me has been most sweet; and his countenance I have 
more desired than they that have most desired the light of the sun. His words I did use to gather for 
my food, and for antidotes against my faintings. He has held me, and hath kept me from mine iniquities; 
yea, my steps have been strengthened in his way. 


“Now, while he was thus in discourse, his countenance changed; his strong man bowed under him: 
and after he said, Take me, for I come unto thee, he ceased to be seen of them.” “And all the trumpets 
sounded for him on the other side.” 


We are grateful to God for the deep personal affection we know Dr. Trumbull had for each one of 
us and our fellow workers in the ministry of THe Sunpay ScHoot Times. In extending our sympathy to Mrs. 
Trumbull we wish also to give her our assurance of gratitude for her wifely devotion to our departed brother, 
the success and joy of whose life were so largely due to her unstinted affection and ministrations. To Dr. 
Trumbull’s sisters we also extend our deep sympathy, and to all members of his family and to his devoted 
office associates. 


For our mutual encouragement we remember the doctrine so ably proclaimed and maintained by our 
departed brother—the nearness of the return of our Lord and Saviour Jesus Christ and the probable 
shortness of the time till we shall all greet joyfully him “whom we have loved and lost awhile.” 


“The golden evening brightens in the west; “Oh, may Thy soldiers, faithful, true, and bold, 
Soon, soon to faithful warriors cometh rest; Fight as the saints who nobly fought of old, 
Sweet is the calm of Paradise the blest. And win, with them, the victor’s crown of gold.

The Funeral Services 


FUNERAL service for Dr. ‘Trumbull 

was held in the Lake Ayenue Con- 
gregational Church, Pasadena, Calif., at 
2.30 P. M., Friday, January 17. It was 
conducted by Dr. James Henry Hutchins, 
the pastor of the church. Three other 
men who had been warm personal 
friends of Dr. Trumbull’s took part in 
the service. Dr. Charles E, Fuller read 
several passages of Scripture; and mes- 
sages were given by Dr. Louis S. Bau- 
man, pastor of the First Brethren Church 
of Long Beach, and Dr. William H. Chis- 
holm, a returned medical missionary 
from Korea. Only a few months ago 
Dr. Trumbull had said how much he en- 
joyed the singing of a solo by Miss Jane 
Goodner at an evening gathering at 
which he and Mrs. Trumbull were pres- 
ent. At Mrs. Trumbull’s request, Miss 
Goodner sang the same hymn at the 
service. It is entitled, “Closer to Thee.” 
The congregation sang two of Dr. Trum- 
bull’s favorite hymns: “When Morning 
Gilds the Skies,” and “There is a Foun- 
tain Filled with Blood.” 

A second church service was held at 
2 P. M., Wednesday, January 22, in Phil- 
adelphia at the Chambers Wylie Presby- 
terian Church, of which Dr. and Mrs. 
Trumbull were members. Dr. Robert 
C. McQuilkin, President of Columbia 
Bible College, a former associate editor 
of THe SunDAY ScHOOL Times, and a dear 
personal friend of Dr. Trumbull’s con- 
ducted the service and gave a message. 
The Pastor Emeritus, Dr. John Grant 
Newman, read the Scripture. Others 
who took part ih the service were Dr. 
Paul W. Rood, President of the World’s 
Christian Fundamentals Association; 
Addison C. Raws, Secretary of the Coun- 
cil of the Victorious Life Testimony and 
Superintendent of the Keswick Colony 
of Mercy; and two nephews, Gurdon 
Trumbull Scoville, chaplain of the Her- 
shey Industrial School, Hershey, Pa., and 
Philip E. Howard, Jr. Mrs. Rowan 
Pearce sang a solo entitled, “The City 
Foursquare.” The congregation sang 
“Beneath the Cross of Jesus,” and, “For 
All the Saints.” 

The interment took place at Woodlawn 
Cemetery, New York City, on Thursday, 
January 23. The brief service at the 
cemetery was conducted by the Rev.

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CHARLES GALLAUDET TRUMBULL 
By Philip E. Howard 
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OU, who are readers of THE 

} Sunpay ScHoo. Trmes have been, 

and are, in touch with the per- 
sonality of Charles Trumbull, though 
you may never have known him per- 
sonally. What you have received in 
and through Tue Sunpay ScHooL TIMES 
is a reflection of what God gave him by 
way of training and discipline. 

Ever since 1893 he has been using what 
God gave him in carrying forward, all 
across the years, the equipment for serv- 
ice and the purposes of his life through 
Tue SunDAY ScHOOL Times, and through 
a widely scattered ministry in various 
parts of the world. 

It would be easily possible at this 
time to set before you a chronological 
biography of Dr. Trumbull, letting that 
speak as it would the message of his 
life, but a study of his personality and 
the story of his inner life would be 
. more illuminating than a list of dated 
events. 


The Trumbull Family 


In the background of his life was 
a distinguished ancestry through the 
Trumbull and the Gallaudet clans, — dis- 
tinguished in the life of our country. 
There was abundant incentive for a 
young man to make the most of his op- 
portunities in a life of service, even in 
his college days. At Yale, where he was 
graduated in 1893, he superintended the 
Yale Mission Sunday School, even as his 
father, Henry Clay Trumbull, in his 
beginning days superintended a mission 
Sunday school in Hartford. The Sunday 
school idea was even then shaping his 
interests. Medicine and surgery were 
his great interest as a youngster in the 
Hamilton School of Philadelphia, and 
also at Yale. He was eager to visit 
with doctor friends,—and to have any 
opportunity to observe a surgeon at 
work, but this evidently was not the 
plan for his life, for in his senior year he 
began to wonder whether there might 
be a place for him in THE Sunpay 
ScuHoot Trwes. After he had been in 
the ministry of this paper about thirty 
years, he said: “I have been grateful 
ever since that God was willing to call 
me into a work that ministers to souls 
rather than bodies—though I have 
never lost my love and admiration of the 
noble profession of which Luke was a 
member.” 

As a young fellow he was devoted to 
horseback riding and open air exercises 
of various sorts. I may be permitted to 
say that it was when Charles and I were 
students in the Hamilton School, where 


as a boy of sixteen I was the Director 
of Athletics, he won a prize in swinging 
indian clubs in a large class, and that 
evening I met for the first time his 
father, who took me into his friendship, 
and some years later into his family. 
Charles never forgot the type of 
deeply-grounded Christianity in the life 
of his home, where with his five sisters, 
he had the blessing of family prayers, 
and the ideals of faith and living that 
such a home would supply. It was just 
after his graduation that he came into 
the office of THe SunpAyY ScHooL TIMEs, 
beginning ten years of editorial training 
under his father, and upon the Home 
Call of that dear and distinguished father, 
he was chosen as Editor of THE SuNDAY 
ScHooL Times, and was privileged to 
have the fellowship of a most remark- 
able Board of Directors, with the most 
devoted and capable staff of fellow 
workers that anyone could possibly wish. 
In an issue of the Trwes (February 18, 
1933), Mr. Trumbull, with a number of 
others on the staff, gave a brief auto- 
biographical sketch, mentioning half a 
dozen trips to foreign lands, which gave 
him rich privileges of fellowship with 
many missionaries, Bible students, and 
Christian leaders of our day. “All but 
the first of these foreign journeys,” he 
wrote, “have been made with my be- 
loved wife, Aline van Orden, whose 
genius for friendship has brought into 
my life, and kept there, countless friends 
whom I would not have had without her. 
Her true Christian faith and prayer fel- 
lowship are a steadily increasing blessing 
in our home life, and in all my work.” 


Finding Victory in Christ 


While at Yale, Mr. Trumbull was 
trained in Bible study under some of 
the leading higher critics. He found 
himself increasingly able to accept the 
positions. of the higher critics, and he 
was not troubled by them. He still had 
a real faith in the supernatural charac- 
ter of Chistianity and of the Word of 
God, and through it all, the Lord Jesus 
Christ as his personal Saviour. He did 
feel that his spiritual life was anything 
but undisturbed. He was not getting the 
results for which he longed in prayer 
and Bible study. It was at this time that 
he received a new vision of Christ, not 
only as Saviour, but as his Life and 
Victory. It was a new experience of 
the sufficiency of Christ and of the love 
of God which had a fullness and rich- 
negs that he had never known before. 
Not all the details of this experience can 
be given here. It was completely revo- 


lutionary in his life and thinking, and 
gave evidence of the reality of it in 
every department of Charles Trumbull’s 
life. At one time he wrote of this ex- 
perience as follows: 


“The new experience of Christ as 
Victory had come through my literal 
acceptance of the New Testament 
statements about ‘Christ in you’ and 
our being in Christ; the marvelous 
vine-and-branch message from our 
Lord to his disciples; the riches of the 
epistle to the Ephesians; Paul’s glori- 
ous daring word, ‘to me to live is 
Christ’ (Phil. 1:21); and his equally 
daring and satisfying word, ‘I have 
een crucified with Christ; and it is 
no longer I that live, but Christ liveth 
in me’ (Gal. 2:20). I had begun to 
take God’s Word literally, to believe 
that God really means what he says; 
old things had passed away, all things 
had become new.” 


“The Life That Wins” 


It was just before this experience that 
Charles said to me one evening as we 
were walking together near his home, — 
‘I cannot write any better than I am 
writing unless I can live better.” His 
spirit was restless in searching for some- 
thing beyond what he had known, and 
he has told this experience quite fully 
in his booklet “The Life That Wins,” 
about a half million copies of which have 
been circulated and translated into 
Arabic, Chinese, Japanese, Korean, 
French, Russian, Spanish, Indian (Tamil, 
Telugu, Singalese, and Urdu), Welsh, 
German, Swedish, and Malay. 

In order that you may know Charles 
Trumbull the better, let me say that 
through all the fabric of his busy life 
ran a love of music, cultivated in his 
boyhood and young manhood by his 
mother, who was a fine musician herself, 
and had him study the piano, violin, and 
other instruments. It was this beloved 
mother who, as she was passing into 
our Lord’s presence, told those around 
her that she was hearing the most mar- 
velous music, and Charles has said that 
“one of the heavenly joys I am looking 
forward to is that of hearing, as she and 
I, and all our loved ones are together 
with Him, the glory song ‘of Moses, the 
servant of God, and the Song of the 
Lamb.’ ” 

These glimpses of Charles Trumbull 
as a young man, and as the years un- 
folded,’ are more revealing than mere 
dates of his doings might be. For the 
sake of those who desire to know more 
of his life in detail, and its special activ- 
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ities, a brief statement of some of these 
accompanies this article. 

It is not so much with the accomplish- 
ments of his life that this article wishes 
to deal, but more with the man that he 
was and is in our memory and in his in- 
fluence upon us all. Let me try to de- 
scribe some of his methods of work, and 
the man himself. You will see upon the 
front page of this issue an excellent pic- 
ture of him as we all knew him best. He 
had a very finely shaped head, clear, 
aquiline features, thick hair grayed by 
the years, and eyes that were the most 
notable feature of his countenance, — 
blue, and clear, and sparkling with 
animation. He would be seated at a 
flat-top desk in his office, and around 
him on the walls and on a substantial 
plate rail were photographs of writers 
and others of his intimate circle. You 
would notice among them Alexander 
MacLaren, of Manchester; W. H. Griffith 
Thomas; William J. Bryan; Sir William 
Ramsay; the Chinese General, Feng, and 
many others. 


His Habits of Work ‘ 


At the left of his desk was his edi- 
phone, which he used so extensively, and 
close by that his telephone. On the right of 
his desk was a small revolving bookcase 
containing some of his most frequently 
used reference books, and on the top of 
that a distributor, with the compart- 
ments duly marked to contain the various 
classifications of current work; several 
chairs, and, in these later years, a com- 
fortable couch were in the room. It was 
a corner room with abundant light from 
the west and south. I will not attempt 
to describe his interesting study in his 
home of recent years, which was fully 
equipped with all that might be needed 
for his work there. It was in that study 
that he did much of his writing, in the 
second floor of a comfortable home, look- 
ing out over lovely gardens, which were 
Mrs. Trumbull’s special care, and across 
miles of suburban country in the Chest- 
nut Hill region of Philadelphia. 

Dr. Trumbull had a particularly fine 
voice in answering any telephone call. 
He was so cordial, and apparently in- 
terested in what might be said to him. 
He was a very rapid worker in most 
respects, but he gained time by doing 
nearly all his writing on the ediphone, 
even to the extensive memoranda that 
needed to be handed to members of the 
staff. He was a copious and delightful 
letter writer, and even when he had to 
suggest changes in the regular contrib- 
utors’ staff, or advise contributors as to 
different emphases or angles in their 
articles, it was with the greatest of con- 
sideration. If in hours of controversy, 
Mr. Trumbull was careful to hold very 
steadily to the points involved, and to 
rest his case upon the Bible itself. It 
was this abandoned repose upon the 
complete trustworthiness of the Scrip- 
tures that characterized his work in the 
many years of rapid changes in the 
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field of movements with which Tue Sun- 
DAY ScHOOL Times had to deal, and espe- 
cially in the defense of the Scriptures, 
about which he did not have an anxious 
but a restful mind because of what the 
Scriptures are. Mr. Gladstone’s phrase 
in the book that he did for us,— “The 
Impregnable Rock of Holy Scripture,” 
would be a fair expression of Mr. Trum- 
bull’s solid regard for the Bible. 

His letters to all types of correspond- 





Charles Gallaudet Trumbull was 
born in Hartford, Conn., Febru- 
ary 20, 1872, the son of Henry 
Clay and Alice Cogswell Gallaudet 
Trumbull. He was graduated from 
the Hamilton School in Philadel- 
phia, and received the A.B. degree 
from Yale University in 1893. He 
became associated with his father in 
the editorial work of THe SunpDay 
ScHooL TiMEs in the same year. In 
1897 he married Aline van Orden of 
New York. He becamé the Editor 
of THe Sunpay ScuHoot Times in 
1903, and subsequently Vice Presi- 
dent, Secretary, and Director of 
The Sunday School Times Company. 
In 1928 he received the degree of 
Doctor of Letters (Litt.D.) from 
Wheaton College, Wheaton, Ill. For 
many years he was a staff writer 
for the Toronto Globe, and wrote 
the Sunday school lesson each week 
for the Philadelphia Evening Public 
Ledger and several other daily 
newspapers. 


Dr. and Mrs. Trumbull attended 
the World’s Sunday School Conven- 
tions in Jerusalem in 1904, in Zurich 
in 1913; and in Tokyo in 1920. 


Dr. Trumbull was a Companion 
of the First Class of the Military 
Order of the Loyal Legion; member 
of the Victoria Institute of England, 
the Palestine Exploration Fund, 
England, the Archeological Institute 
of America; a fellow of the Amer- 
ican Geographic Society; a member 
the Yale Club (Philadelphia) and 
the Psi Upsilon Fraternity. He was 
Treasurer of the Belgian Gospel 
Mission, and a Director of the Pio- 
neer Mission Agency, the Keswick 
Colony of Mercy, and the Victorious 
Life Testimony. He was a member 
of the Presbyterian Church in the 
U. S. A. He was Vice-President of 
the World’s Christian Fundamentals 
Association and the American Tract 
Society. - 


Dr. Trumbull wrote the following 
books: A Pilgrimage to Jerusalem; 
Taking Men Alive; Men Who Dared; 
Genesis and Yourself; Anthony 
Comstock, Fighter; What Is the 
Gospel? Life Story of C. I. Scofield; 
Prophecy’s Light on Today. 
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ents involved an immense variety of 
topics related to the work he loved, and 
there was a touch about them which, 
if severe on occasion, was nevertheless 
usually a light-giving one such as one 
ordinarily saw on his fine face. There 
was a continuity in him of the Trumbull 
look, — a fearless, humble, and yet some- 
times an imperious look, according to 
the hour. 

From the very beginning of his edi- 
torial work Charles Trumbull had a de- 
cided passion for accuracy. He had a 
very quick eye for any errors in the 
pages of his paper and he was quick 
to make changes wherever they might 
be needed for correcting and improving 
the work. He was extremely sensitive 


~to anything unsuitable or awkward in 


the composition of a paragraph. The 
office staff were supplied with a very 
comprehensive style sheet, which com- 
bined almost all the questions of punc- 
tuation, correct spelling, and pure Eng- 
lish that might enter into the reading 
matter. He was very watchful of the 
element of interest in whatever he or 
his assistants put into the paper, for he 
wanted it to be readable and apply to 
the hearts and needs of the varying, 
widely scattered body of readers. 


‘His Friendliness 


Mr. Trumbull was very severe with 
himself in habits of thought and life 
and with all this he had a most delight- 
ful and spontaneous sense of humor, 
which was not difficult to arouse in him 
in any company of friends. 

He had a very cordial and gracious 
habit of introducing around the office 
among the employees any distinguished 
visitors, whom he thought the members 
of the staff might like to know. By 
virtue of his conference work in many 
states he had many visitors, and young 
and old alike were delighted to meet him 
in his office or in his home. For the last 
dozen years or so he and Mrs. Trumbull 
had spent each summer in California in 
Bible conference work. He had number- 
less personal interviews with those in 
spiritual need, leading many to Christ 


, and arousing in dormant Christians fresh 


activities of the Spirit and new con- 
sciousness of the power and presence of 
Christ in the life that would be willing 
to surrender all to Him. In such con- 
ferences and addresses Mr. Trumbull 
was exceedingly apt in using living illus- 
trations out of the experiences that had 
come to him around the world in deal- 
ing with individuals. His letters to his 
friends and relatives were most sym- 
pathetic and heartening. His sister, Mrs. 
Howard, has kept for many years, since 
June, 1927, a birthday letter to her. In 
the course of the letter he said, “It’s 
been a hard, strange year, Nan dearest, 
but wonderful times are just ahead. 


May the New Year be the most beautiful 
year you have ever had,” and then in a 
footnote he said, “The testing may be 
hard and strange, but the Lord never is !” 
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It is by little flashes of affectionate inter- 
est and spiritual help that his letters are 
so rich in their personal values. Years 
ago in Dr. Henry Clay Trumbull’s time 
we started the first general office prayer 
meeting that we maintained for the 
whole staff. There had been intimate 
and marvelously helpful prayer meet- 
ings for a select group, but it was 
thought that all of us should gather for 
a prayer meeting once a week, and this 
has been carried on for more than forty 
years to this day. On the Monday just 
preceding the Trumbulls’ departure for 
California, Mr. Trumbull led the prayer 
meeting and used as his text especially 
the last phrase of Exodus 17:12, “And 
his hands were steady until the going 
down of the sun.” He spoke of Dr. 
Henry W. Frost’s study in Princeton, in 
which these words were beautifully 
framed on the wall. And then Dr. 
Trumbull said to us as we were gathered 
there, that he had asked of the Lord 
that he himself should be kept steady 
until the going down of the sun. His 
prayer was indeed answered. 

On December 7, the day when he left 
for California, Mr. Trumbull telephoned 
his sister, Mrs. Samuel Scoville, Jr., that 
he felt it was all right for them to go. He 
said he had found the following verses, 
and that they had given him great en- 
couragement. “And the Lord, he it is 
that doth go before thee; he will be with 
thee, he will not fail thee, neither for- 
sake thee: fear not, neither be dismayed” 
(Deut. 31:8). “And the Lord said unto 
Moses, Wherefore criest thou unto me? 
speak unto the children of Israel, 
that they go forward” (Exod. 14:15). 
“There shall not any man be able to 
stand before thee all the days of thy 
life: as I was with Moses, so I will be 
with thee: I will not fail thee, nor for- 
sake thee” (Josh. 1:5). 

Mrs. Scoville reminded us that her 
father, Henry Clay Trumbull, had died 
December 8, 1903, and that she and Mr. 
Trumbull and the other members of the 
family always considered December 8 
their father’s “first birthday in Heaven.” 





Those of us who were trained under 
Henry Clay Trumbull could not have 
forgotten his emphasis upon the for- 
ward look, and the sure hand of God 
upon His provision for the days to come. 
So it was that some thirteen years ago 
Charles Trumbull was led to choose as 
his chief editorial associate young Philip 
E. Howard, Jr., called to this service 
from his work with the Belgian Gospel 
Mission, where he had been for about 
five years. 


It was in the line of true spiritual 
succession that the Board of Directors 
at an especially called meeting on Jan- 
uary 15, 1941, asked Philip E. Howard, 
Jr., Dr. Trumbull’s nephew, to become 
Editor of THE SunpAy ScHooL TIMEs. 

Mr. Howard was graduated from the 
Swarthmore (Pa.) High School, and had 
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his first year at college at Haverford 
College, Haverford, -Pennsylvania. In 
the fall of 1917 he left college and be- 
came an assistant to Mr. George T. B. 
Davis in Pocket Testament League work 
in the Army camps under the auspices 
of the Business Men’s Council of the 
Pocket Testament League. Together 
they visited more than thirty camps 
in the Southwest, holding meetings in 
the Army Y. M. C. A. huts, distributing 
Testaments, and doing personal work 
among the soldiers. For six months in 
1918 as a regular Army Y. M. C. A. 
Secretary Mr. Howard did Pocket Testa- 
ment League work at Camp Merrit, New 
Jersey, an embarkation camp. He en- 
tered the University of Pennsylvania in 
January, 1919, and was graduated in 
June, 1921, and was elected to the honor 
fraternity, Phi Beta Kappa. During 
the school year 1921-1922 he was an in- 
structor at the Haverford Boys’ School 
and at the same time took regular 
courses in the Bible Institute of Penn- 
sylvania. He married Katharine Gill- 
ingham in June, 1922, and together, in 
company with Mr. and Mrs. Ralph C. 
Norton and Mr. and Mrs. Howard, Sr., 
they sailed for Belgium in July of that 
year. Mr. and Mrs. Howard, Jr., served 
in the Belgian Gospel Mission in Brus- 
sels for nearly five years, until the 
spring of 1927. At Dr. Trumbull’s in- 
vitation Mr. Howard, Jr., became Asso- 
ciate Editor of THe Sunpay ScHOOL TIMES 
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in October, 1927. Mr. and Mrs. Howard 
are blest with six children. 

In 1931 he assisted in conducting a 
party of Christian people on a. tour of 
Bible lands, and in 1936 he conducted 
the Christian Fellowship Tour to Alaska. 

As a boy in 1907 he attended with his 
father and mother the World’s Sunday 
School Convention in Rome, and was a 
delegate to the World’s Sunday School 
Convention in Glasgow in 1924. In 1919 
he reported for the Trues the Student 
Volunteer Convention in Des Moines, 
Iowa. For five years he was a coun- 
selor in boys’ camps and for three years 
was in charge of the nature study and the 
Sunday services at Camp Allagash on 
Moosehead Lake in Maine. For twenty- 
five years he has been a member of the 
Delaware Valley Ornithological Club. 

Mr. Howard is a_ frequent Bible 
teacher at the Keswick Victorious Life 
Conference, a regular editorial writer for 
this paper; Sunday school superintend- 
ent in the Bible Protestant Church in 
Moorestown, N. J., his home town, and 
has been greatly used in indiVidual soul- 
winning. 

And so through all the years since its 
founding in 1858 the management of THE 
SunpAy ScHoo. TIMEs has rejoiced that 
prepared men have been raised up to 
undertake, under God’s hand, the priv- 
ilege of carrying on this paper in the 
field of Bible study and Christian char- 
acter. 














The Light That Blackouts Cannot Quench 


How the preaching of the Gospel continues in Belgium 
By John C. Winston, Sisco? Ths Belsion 














T IS being frequently asked whether 

Christian work can continue in Bel- 
gium under present circumstances. First 
of all, let me emphasize that the Belgian 
Gospel Mission is carrying on its work 
in its various posts unhindered, except 
that open-air meetings and general tract 
distribution are forbidden. Moreover, 
we are now able to forward funds to 
Belgium for the workers and work in 
general. The sums that came while I 
was still there were transmitted to us 
intact. A further amount has been sent 
since my arrival in America to Mt. Van- 
steenberghe, who is now in full charge 
on the field. We should like these points 
to be clearly understood, because several 
friends have asked us about them. 

I have just said that open-air meet- 
ings are no longer possible, but even 
this must be modified. In some cities 
open-air preaching was not permitted 
even before the war. So, in such places 
a'stand was set up at the weekly market 
and Bibles and Testaments were offered 
for sale, as any other article of com- 
merce would be. Of course, the “sales- 


man” must be able to explain his wares. 
Thus it was possible to put the Bible 
message before many who would hear it 
in no other way. In one city, where this 
was the case, market evangelism has 
been going on just the same as before 
the war struck Belgium. There has been 
an exceptional demand for whole Bibles 
recently, as well as for New Testaments. 
We have a good supply of Testaments in 
Brussels, but the stock of Bibles was 
nearly exhausted when I left, with seri- 
ous difficulties in the way of replenishing 
the supply. 

In the ordinance which the Germans 
issued forbidding public gatherings 
without special permission, they made 
an exception for meetings of an ex- 
clusively religious or artistic character. 
Taking advantage of this, we held an 
evangelistic campaign in our Flemish 
Hall on one of the main boulevards of 
Brussels in August. These meetings 
were richly blessed, not with multitudes 
in attendance, but with a deep work 
of the Holy Spirit in many hearts. So 
evident was this action that it was de- 
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cided to prolong the series. Each night, 
without exception I think, some hands 
were raised in answer to the appeal for 
decisions for Christ. 

I cannot say that up to the time of my 
departure there was any general turning 
of people in large numbers toward the 
things of God, such as one would like 
to see and might even expect after such 
a time of trial as all went through. Peo- 
ple’s minds were too much preoccupied 
with material matters, — the problems of 
earning a living and securing enough 
food to eat under war conditions, the 
welfare of loved ones from whom the 
war had brought separation, the prog- 
ress of events in a fast-changing world, 
the possibilities of the future. Most 
seem bent on drowning their cares in 
pleasure and places of amusement are 
thronged. Nevertheless, attendance at 
regular services has kept up well and 
in some places has increased. The 
methods of mass evangelism do not ap- 
pear to be practicable at present, but the 
opportunities for personal work are great. 

I left Brussels on October 22, in com- 
pany with the Rev. W. Teeuwissen, his 
wife, and daughter, and the Misses Hoyt 
and Sommers, all American workers of 
the Belgian Gospel Mission. We were 
members of a party of about fifty United 
States citizens for whom a blanket per- 
mit to leave Belgium had been obtained 
by the American Consular authorities. 
Arrangements were exceedingly diffi- 
cult to make for travel through occupied 
countries and Spain. There had been 
long, painful delays, some members of 
the group having waited over five 
months to get away. 

Our special car,—a comfortable sec- 
ond-class coach, — was coupled on to the 
daily train from Brussels to Paris. The 
nine hours required for the trip did not 
seem as long as anticipated, nor did the 
all-day journey from Paris to the Span- 
ish frontier. In the evening of the fourth 
day we arrived at Lisbon, Portugal, hav- 
ing been protected from many difficult 
encounters with border authorities by 
the efficient conductor of our trip, who 
was placed in charge by the German 
travel agency that arranged our journey. 

In Paris I only had time to call up 
two Christian friends after arriving late 
in the evening. They were Mrs. A. 
Blocher, of the Eglise du Tabernacle, and 
the Rev. George Urban, Director of the 
Russian Gospel Movement. Mrs. Blocher 
reported that her eminent father, Dr. 
Reuben Saillens, with his wife and two 
daughters, was safe in a quiet place in 
Britanny. The premises of the Nogent 
Bible Institute were occupied by the 
German troops. The Tabernacle Church 
in Paris was continuing its work as 
well as possible under existing condi- 
tions. Mr. Urban had remained at his 
post at the time of the invasion and had 
been struggling since that time to es- 
tablish contact with friends in America 
and elsewhere who had been supporting 
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Written in the early part of Jan- 
uary, this article contains recent 
news, and answers many questions 
that have been asked about the 
Belgian Gospel Mission. Mr. Win- 
ston remained at the headquarters 
in Brussels for five months after the 
invasion last May, and he and Dr. 
Vansteenberghe, the other Co-Di- 
rector, and the other workers have 
witnessed the wonderful way in 
which God protected the work. Mr. 
Winston will be available for speak- 
ing engagements for several months 
in this country, and communications 
may be addressed to him at the Phil- 
adelphia office.

his organization. Before leaving Brus- 
sels I heard the pitiful account of the 
extraordinary experience through which 
two of his children, a boy of twelve and 
a girl of six, had passed during the in- 
vasion of France. Earlier in the year 
they had been placed in a home for 
children established at or near Fontaine- 
bleau by the Government to care for 
children evacuated from the dangerous 
Paris region. When mass panic struck 
those in the path of the onrushing war 
machine, those in charge of this home 
fled for safety, abandoning the children 
to any fate that might overtake them. 
The two children of Mr. Urban wan- 
dered on foot all the way to Tours and 
then, when the advancing forces had 
overtaken them and gone on, they 
trudged back to Paris (a round trip of 
more than 200 miles), getting a bite to 
eat here and there as best they could on 
the way. It was weeks before their dis- 
tressed parents, answering a knock at 
the door, found them ragged and hungry 
but unharmed. 


In Lisbon our eyes were regaled with 
the sight of a plentiful supply of food 
and clothing, and in the peaceful atmos- 
phere our nerves began to relax from 
the tension which had gripped us, since 
that fateful morning in May, when we 
had been so rudely awakened by the 
drone of enemy planes and the blasts 
of exploding shells and bombs. Once 
more we were in a land of peace, and 
the enforced rest while we waited for 
a sailing was not unwelcome, 

The religious situation in Portugal we 
found to be quite similar to that in Bel- 
gium, with less liberty for aggressive 
evangelistic activity than we enjoyed in 
Belgium before the war. The great ma- 
jority of the population is attached -to 
the Roman Catholic Church, which 


wields great power, and, as elsewhere 
where it has control, keeps the popu- 
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lation in a state of ignorance. Sixty- 
five per cent of Portuguese are illiterate. 
Protestant Christians are strongest in 
Lisbon and Oporto. About twenty-four 
different Protestant organizations are at 
work in the whole country, with a total 
membership of léss than five thousand, 
though there are probably three to four 
times that number who are reached by 
the various Protestant groups. The Pres- 
byterians, Baptists, and Congregational- 
ists receive their main support from 
Brazil. I was told that there is no Mod- 
ernism among the Portuguese churches. 
But I found a deep desire on the part of 
a number of evangelicals for a more 
aggressive Gospel witness than exists to- 
day. It is felt that there should be estab- 
lished a Bible institute to train Christian 
workers, as at present candidates for the 
ministry must content themselves with 
a correspondence course or go to some 
theological school abroad. Portugal’s 
great colonial possessions, especially in 
Africa, — Angola on the West Coast and 
Mozambique on the East,—are the 
scene of valiant missionary enterprises, 
but Portugal itself seems to be a needy 
and neglected field. Will this present 
war furnish the occasion in God’s provi- 
dence for undertaking a faithful, effec- 
tive, evangelical testimony in Portugal 
as the last war did in Belgium? 


The ocean voyage to America was un- 
eventful except for a stop at Bermuda. 
Moreover, the weather was kind to us 
—exceptionally so for the time of the 
year. When we calmly steamed into 
New York harbor, the sight of the Statue 
of Liberty gleaming in the bright sun- 
light of a cold December morning 
thrilled me more than ever before. 


Word just received from Mr. Van- 
steenberghe speaks of his own continued 
good health and of that of his family. 


Mr. Vansteenberghe further mentions 
the necessity for funds to reconstruct 
our building at Tournai, which was com- 
pletely destroyed, and to repair several 
other halls that were more or less seri- 
ously damaged. The loss might have 
been far greater. We have been keenly 
conscious of God’s protecting hand over 
both our persons and our property. One 
further example of it occurred in Ant- 
werp and was told in Mr. Vansteen- 
berghe’s letter. One day in December 
an incendiary bomb fell on the balcony 
of our building there, but it didn’t go 
off, and the military authorities were 
able to remove it before it did any 
damage. That we did not escape en- 
tirely shows that God does not expect 
his children to be utterly exempt from 
the tribulations of those about us. As 
we suffer, we can better sympathize 
with others whose sufferings are perhaps 
greater than ours and we can better 
“comfort them which are in any trouble, 
by the comfort wherewith we ourselves 
are comforted of God” (2 Cor. 1:4).

The Lesson as a Whole

Approach to the Lesson 


HEN grace is known experi- 
W mentally, it is easy to manifest 
it toward others. Many there 
are who make much of the doctrine of 
grace theoretically who manifest very 
little grace toward others. But he who 
has been saved by grace is called to be 
gracious toward all men, and particu- 
larly toward any who have offended 
him. We are to forgive as we have been 
forgiven (Eph. 4:32) and we are to for- 
give in order that we may be forgiven 
(Mark 11:26). There is no conflict of 
ideas here. We who are saved have 
been eternally forgiven all our sins, 
on the basis of the propitiatory work 
of Christ (Eph. 1:7), but as children 
now in God’s family we need restorative 
and governmental forgiveness daily, 
and it is of this that our Lord was 
speaking here in Luke 17 and in Mark 
11. He who maintains a legal, censori- 
ous spirit toward his erring brother must 
come under divine discipline himself. 
When conscious of deliverance through 
God’s manifold mercies, the heart wells 
up with gratitude and this leads to wor- 


thee whole.

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ship and thanksgiving. The nine Jewish 
lepers were obedient to the word of 
Jesus in wending their way to the Tem- 
ple at Jerusalem, where their testimony 
to their cleansing bore witness to the 
officiating priests that Jesus was truly 
the promised Messiah. In this they did 
what was right. But there was a deeper 
work in the soul of the Samaritan, which 
led him to turn back in order to thank 
and adore his benefactor. 


The Historical Setting 


The events of this chapter took place 
as Jesus and his disciples moved south- 
ward through Galilee and Samaria for 
the last time, on his way to Judea to 
die, as he so often predicted. No par- 
ticular town or city is named. It was 
early in A. D. 30, in all probability. 


Verse by Verse 


Luke 17:1.—“It is impossible but that 
offences will come.” So long as human 
nature is what it is, there will ever 
be occasion of stumbling to be reckoned 
with. But each should seek individ- 
ually to avoid responsibility for any- 
thing that would mislead or stumble 
another. Jesus pronounces a woe upon 
the man who wilfully is guilty in this 
respect. 


Verse 2.—“Better for him that a mill- 


stone were hanged about his neck, and 
he cast into the sea.” It is a very solemn 
thing to be the cause of another person’s 
sin. To mislead a child or tempt an 
older person to wrongdoing is a very 
grave offense. Better far to die ignomin- 
iously than to live on honored by men 
and yet be the one responsible for the 
ruin of other lives. 


Verse 3.—“If he repent, forgive him.” 
God forgives when we repent. We are 
to maintain this attitude toward those 
who offend us. Where there is no re- 
pentance the word is “rebuke him.” 
This is in accord with the law, which 
commanded, “Thou shalt in any wise 
rebuke thy neighbour, and not suffer 
sin upon him” (Lev. 19:17). It is no 
kindness to allow one to go on in sin 
and do nothing to seek to bring it home 
to his conscience. But there must be no 
malice in the heart, and the moment 
the offender breaks down and acknowl- 
edges his sin, seeking pardon, there must 
be a readiness to forgive. 


Verse 4—“If he trespass . .. seven 
times in a day, and seven times in a 
day ... repent, thou shalt forgive.” 
There is no limit to God’s forgiveness. 
There should be none to ours. We might 
be inclined to question the reality of a 
repentance or confession that had to be 
repeated so often, but have we not had 
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to go to our Father in Heaven even 
more frequently? 


Verse 11—“As he went to Jerusalem.” 
On the previous occasion he went down 
to Jerusalem through Perea on the east 
of the Jordan; now he passed through 
Galilee and Samaria, manifesting every- 
where his compassion for the needy and 
distressed and his grace toward the lost 
and sinful. He well knew what awaited 
him in Jerusalem, but for that he had 
come into the world. 

Verse 12.—“There met him ten men 
that were lepers.” These poor outcasts 
were afflicted with a hopeless disease, 
which was a picture of the corruption 
of sin. Unclean, they dared not draw 
near, but stood afar off and doubtless 
stretched out their hands beseeching aid. 


Verse 13.—“Jesus, Master, have mercy 
on: us.” It is clear that the fame of 
Jesus had reached their ears. They 
knew he had healed other lepers, and 
they pleaded for their own deliverance. 


Verse 14—“Go shew yourselves unto 
the priests.” This was really a prom- 
ise of healing, for it was the cleansed 
leper who was to go to the priest (Lev. 
14:1-3). They started off in faith and 
“as they went, they were cleansed.” 
They found health as they acted on his 
Word. 


Verse 15.—“‘One of them... turned 
back, and ... glorified God.” Unable 
to contain himself for very joy, this man 
hastened back to the One whose word 
had cleansed him, in order to thank him 
and to glorify the God of Israel. 


Verse 16.—‘He was a Samaritan.” To 
him the Lord of the Temple meant more 
than the Temple itself. Divinely-led, 
he prostrated himself at the feet of 
Jesus to give him the homage of a 
grateful heart. 


Verse 17.—‘Where are the nine?” The 
Lord responded at once. His own ques- 
tions show how he valued the Samari- 
tan’s appreciation and how he noticed 
the omission of this on the part of the 
rest, who were happily hurrying to the 
Temple to get that which would entitle 
them to return to their homes. 

Verse 18.—“Save this stranger.” It was 
noticeable that only a Samaritan outcast 
(as the Jews considered him) returned 
“to give glory to God.” The rest were 
more occupied with the gifts than with 
the Giver. 

Verse 19.—“Thy faith hath made thee 
whole.” It was an added word of as- 
surance given to the one who worshiped 
at his feet, absolving him from the 
necessity of proceeding to the Temple 
at Jerusalem. 


The Heart of the Lesson 


It is more important that God be glo- 
rified than that our wishes and desires 
be fulfilled. He who cherishes malice 
in his heart and refuses to forgive his 
repentant brother who has offended him 
is dishonoring the One whose forgive- 
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ness he needs daily. And he who is so 
taken up with the good things lavished 
upon him by the Lord that he forgets 
to praise the One who gave them fails 
utterly in his highest responsibility. God 
has said, “Whoso offereth praise glori- 
fieth me” (Psa. 50:23), and our Lord 
himself put the glorifying of the Father 
before all else (John 17:4).

Special Lesson Topics and Truths 


Two Important Chapters. It will be 
interesting to read carefully the 13th 
and 14th chapters of Leviticus as a side 
light on this lesson. They give the 
instructions for the priests in Israel re- 
garding the diagnosing of leprosy and 
cleansing of a leper. Chapter 13 shows 
how this foul disease was to be detected, 
and tells of the ban placed upon the one 
afflicted with it. This chapter must 
often have been consulted by the priests 
for “many lepers were in Israel” (Luke 
4:27), not only in the days of Elisha, 
but throughout the long history of that 
nation. But it is safe to say that chap- 
ter 14 was never acted upon during a 
period of some fifteen hundred years, 
for in all that time there is no record 
of a leper in Israel having been cleansed. 
Then one day a man came to thé Temple 
and called for the priest to perform the 
sacrifices and ceremonies prescribed. It 
must have seemed almost unbelievable 
at first, but from that day on more and 
more came and at one time there were 
nine“all seeking ceremonial purification, 
and all healed by Jesus. This was in- 
deed a testimony unto the priests (Matt. 
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8:4) and proved that God had visited 
his people. 


Applications and Summaries 


He who knows the blessedness of di- 
vine forgiveness himself has no right to 
withhold forgiveness from those who 
have sinned against him. 


In his divine government God will 
deal sternly with me if I deal sternly 
with my erring brother (Matt. 7:2). 


We are not told to pursue one who 
has wronged us, offering him a for- 
giveness he has not sought, but when 
he comes to us in repentance we are 
to assure him that all his offenses are 
freely pardoned. 


Leprosy is God’s terrible picture of 
sin (Isa. 1:6). We are all unclean in 
his sight (Isa. 64:6), and only through 
faith can our hearts be purified (Acts 
15:9). Have we experienced this puri- 
fication ourselves? 


Nothing so draws out the heart to God 
in praise and thanksgiving as a sense 
of our own unworthiness and his amaz- 
ing compassion and loving-kindness. It 
is the one who has been forgiven much 
who loves much (Luke 7:47). 


The more we get to know God for 
what he is in himself, the more our 
hearts go out to him in worship and 
adoration. 


We feel it keenly when one whom 
we have sought to help shows ingrati- 
tude and lack of appreciation. Do we 


treat God as we do not like others to 
treat us?

The Busy Men's Corner

Blood, the Great Cure.—Offences will 
come: but woe unto him, through whom 
they come! (Luke 17:1.) It has often 
been said there are only two things sure 
in this world, “death and the taxes.” I 
can name two more sure things in this 
world. I have Scripture to back me up. 
“Offences” as mentioned here, and the 
“poor,” whom “always ye have with 
you” (Matt. 26:11; Deut. 15:11). 

You can name as many more as you 
like. Now, after having made up your 
list, sit down and do some remember- 
ing. What happened to those who pro- 
duced the “offences”? Take the killer, 
for example. Can you imagine anything 
more full of woe than the walk to the 
electric chair? “The Last Mile,” de- 
scribes that trip. 

Take the lesser (man view) offenses. 
Have you ever been to the hospital for 
“incurables”? No? Well, don’t you ever 
let yourself be persuaded to go — unless 
the Lord sends you on an errand of 
mercy. 

As for the jail “woe,” how great must 
it be when desperate men risk horrible 
deaths to get away from it. There is 
no need to put any more detail in the 
“Woe” picture. 

The point of this lesson is that the 
Lord Jesus, or rather God, through his 
Son, has provided a sure cure for all 
varieties of woe. It is a “preparation” 
that obliterates all “offences.” It turns 
the black of the “woe” to the white of 
“rejoicing.” “Though your sins be as 
scarlet” (Isa. 1:18); “cleanseth us from 
all sin” (1 John 1:7). 

In an article in the Times called “Pay 
Day” I have told of the man in Chicago 
on his way to jump into the river, who 
stopped at the Pacific Garden Mission, 
where I was telling the story of “The 
angel who lost her way.” When the in- 
vitation was given he “came forward,” 
and as he said was “gloriously saved.” 
Some years later, after he had prospered 
and married and had twin boys, we had 
a grand celebration of the day of his 
new birth. Father, mother, brother, and 
sisters, and the whole family connection 
were there. So was I and the twins. It 
was one of the happiest nights in old 
“Pacific Garden.” 


How to be Unhappy.—If he repent, 
forgive him (v. 3). “No, siree! I'll 
never forgive him !” cried the man. And 
he planted a cultivated unhappiness and 
embarrassment in a most efficient man- 
ner. As he could not leave Coatesville 
he had to live right along with his hate. 

Forgive as we forgive is the prayer. 
All of Heaven’s commands are for our 
happiness. The most miserable and un- 
happy people you can find are the vin- 
dictive,, grudge holders. No one very 
much likes them, not even their own 
folks, 
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When you find people who are slow 
to take offense, folks who being reviled 
do not return it, you are pretty sure to 
find generous and pleasant people. You 
could take a world cruise with them and 
have 25,000 miles of a good time. In fact, 
when the “mean and dirty” injury is 
done, when the hateful stabbing word 
is spoken, it comes straight from Satan 
through his favorite tool for deviltry, 
anger. (Acts 13:10; Luke 22:31.) 

The baby Christian church, when it 
needed friends, had for a real killing 
hater a Pharisee named Saul de Tarsus. 
He became Paul the apostle, one of the 
best of forgivers. The great Christian 
civilization is his monument. 

The most unhappy, uncomfortable, em- 
barrassed fellow citizens we have in 


Coatesville are those who belong to the 


Independent Order of We Don’t Speaks.” 
I.0.W.D.S. Did you ever have them af- 
flict and sour a meeting or party where 
you were? Our Lord has the cure for 
the Don’t Speak pain! 


“The Book of Manners.”—Where are 
the nine? (v. 17.) I have no doubt that 
“the nine” were just as thankful for 
their wonderful deliverance as “the one.” 
Perhaps in happier days they had not 
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been taught the grace of expressing ap- 
preciation. 

When I was a small boy in school we 
had a fine red-headed teacher named 
“Jennie Johnson.” In the morning, after 
a chapter from the Bible and a little 
prayer, “Miss Jennie” would read us 
from what we youngsters called “The 
Book of Manners.” (Emily Post had not 
yet been born!) The book told us how 
to use napkin, knife, fork, and other 
table furnishings. Always politely to 
acknowledge a favor. Always to en- 
close a stamp when asking for return 
information. To stand up in the pres- 
ence of ladies. To take off hat, and 


so on. 
Alas! under modern’ educational 
methods “The Book of Manners” has 


apparently disappeared from our public 
schools. As a people we are noted for 
our lack of manners. Women hang on 
the trolley car straps while men fill the 
seats, and so on. 

For years I have had my boys and 
girls graduate from our high school. I 
always send a substantial present. They 
are all grateful, as I well know, but half 
never tell me. They do not know any 
better. They are not taught. 

We have just built a splendid new 
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high school, and acquired an old friend 
as a new superintendent. I have just 
suggested that in planning his course of 
study he introduce a course in the “Book 
of Manners,” and make it compulsory ! 
For out in the world “good manners” 
spell “good money”! (Luke 14:8-10; 1 
Pet. 3:8.) 

In my Rock Run Mission, in the forty- 
eight years, I have given away many 
pairs of shoes. Especially in these later 
days of unemployment. Just one little 
girl of all the dozens I have supplied 
with shoes and rubbers has ever thanked 
me. Not that all the rest, who are my 
pets, were not thankful. There is no 
“Book of Manners” read to them in the 
Rock Run School. Here is the letter. 
“My dear Mr. Ridgw 


“I want to thank rate for the nice shoes 
you gave me. “Katie.” 


Katie is a Russian girl from the 
Ukraine. Her mother had probably been 
in a good family in that land and knew 
the proper thing to do. 

But here is the point of the lessou. 
Our Lord was touched by the “one” who 
returned; and so was I by the Katie who 
wrote. 

Moral! “The Book of Manners” said, 
“Enclose stamp for reply !”

Faith That Acts.—And it came to pass, 
that, as they went, they were cleansed 
(v. 14). The Youth’s Companion once 
told of a boy of fifteen who had taken 
the Christian Endeavor pledge to make 
it a matter of conscience to take some 
part aside from singing in every prayer 
meeting. The evening he was to make 
his first attempt to fulfill his pledge, he 
longed to rise and do his part, but he 
was afraid.

How the Lesson is Taught This Week 
Beginning: Grace. 


Discussion: For what are you most 
grateful today? What is that which you 
find it hardest to forgive? 





Objective: Philippians 2:5. 








AY, fellows, grace is a wonderful 

word because it covers so much 
blessed territory. You have heard a 
beautiful song (maybe you have sung 
it) which begins, “Marvelous grace of 
our loving Lord.” God’s grace is mar- 
velous. I wish there was a bigger word 
to describe it. You may be surprised 
to know where I found this definition: 
Grace is “the unmerited love and favor 
of God in Christ; especially as shown 
in the salvation freely provided for man- 
kind: hence a free gift” (New Standard 
Dictionary). That is God’s grace, and 
it was demonstrated in Christ when he 
promptly and freely healed the ten 
lepers who met him in the way. By the 
same grace you are healed of the lep- 
rosy of sin, and made clean to go on 
your way rejoicing. 

But we are concerned today with the 
fact that grace can come into the hu- 
man heart and life, as akin to and a 
part of God’s own nature, when a sinner 
yields himself to receive the blessing. 
One of the ten lepers caught it, and 
when he realized what Jesus had done 
for him, he returned to bow upon his 
face and thank him, glorifying God 
with a loud voice. He was grateful, and 
that is one of the choice fruits of grace 
in the heart. A graceless heart will 
accept favors as a matter of course, with 
never a thought of its being an unmer- 
ited favor. When kindness received is 
not acknowledged with an expression 
of gratitude you may be sure it is the 
mark of a very low grade person. 

But grace bears an even richer and 
rarer fruit than gratitude. It is the spirit 
of forgiveness. “To err is human; to 
forgive, divine.” One of the most God- 
like things you can do is to forgive. 
It is not easy to do; on the contrary, it 
is very hard to do. When one has 
wronged you, spoken ill of you, ridiculed 
you, or done you bodily harm, it rouses 
something in your nature that burns 
and burns with resentment and you 
would just like to make him squirm 
with pain for it. And here comes along 
this most unwelcome teaching of our 
Lord, saying, “Forgive him” —and for- 
give him again — yes, even if he repeat 
the offense seven times in a day, for- 
give him. Well, you say, that is simply 
beyond the bounds of reason; that is 
absolutgly impossible. No, it is not im- 
possible if you have the grace of God 
in your heart, and you can have that 
for the asking. “For our rejoicing is 
this, the testimony of our conscience, 
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that in simplicity and godly sincerity, 
not with fleshly wisdom, but by the 
grace of God, we have had our con- 
versation in the world” (2 Cor. 1:12). 
And, fellows, whenever you have the 
grace in your heart to forgive—and 
forgive freely (don’t say, “I can forgive 
but I can’t forget”; that’s a cheap sub- 
stitute for forgiveness; when God for- 
gives he forgets) — yes, when you can 
do that you are walking right in the 
footsteps of your Master. And here’s a 
practical suggestion: if you have been 
feeling “out of touch” with the Lord 
recently and just a little hard to get 
along with folks, or even with yourself, 
dig up that old grouch you have been 
harboring against somebody and forgive 
it; just lay it on the altar of grace. 
Maybe it is something that does not de- 
serve forgiving, then all the better, and 
all the more grace comes into action. 
When you do that you are planting your 
feet right down in the tracks of the Lord 
Jesus, and you will have a sense of 
warmth coming over your spirit that will 
be refreshing. Try it. Ask God to give 
you the grace in your heart to forgive.

How the Lesson is Taught This Week 


Inspiration.—Thanksgiving is the thing we 
are considering that we need in our prayers 
today.

And he 
received more than cleansing of leprosy: his 
spirit was made whole. 


ARTHA was a little girl, just five, 

and she wanted to have some chil- 
dren come to see her Christmas tree, 
so her mother made gay red bags for 
candy and nuts, and bought a box of 
red apples and a box of oranges, and a 
little gift for each child. Then Martha 
and her mother went to every house 
for two blocks and asked every child 
to come to the tree. Martha’s daddy got 
a tall tree that reached to the ceiling, 
and he and the mother decorated it, and 
then, the afternoon before Christmas, 
they pulled down the shades and lighted 
the tree, and it was beautiful. 

The children began to come, and they 
came and sat on the floor around the 
tree until the room was full. Then they 
each had a bag of candy and nuts, an 
apple and an orange and a present. 
They talked and laughed and ate candy 
until it was time to go home, and then 
they took their things and went smiling 
and happy to their homes. Just one tiny 
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girl stopped and said to Martha’s mother, 
“Thank you for all the things.” Martha 
said, “Mother, why didn’t any of the 
other children say, “Thank you’?” 

Luke tells us today of ten men who 
were lepers who cried out to the Lord 
Jesus Christ, “Jesus, Master, have mercy 
on us.” 

Jesus answered them, “Go shew your- 
selves unto the priests.” They all had 
faith enough to go, and as they went, 
they were cleansed of their leprosy. Ten 
of them kept right on going, but one 
of them, when he saw that his leprosy 
was cleansed, turned back and fell on 
his face at Jesus’ feet, giving him thanks. 

Jesus said, “Were there not ten 
cleansed? but where are the nine?” And 
he gave a special extra blessing to the 
man who thanked him: he forgave his 
sins and made his spirit whole as well 
as his body. 

Our Memory Verse is, “O give thanks 
unto the Lord, for he is good” (Psa. 
107:1). After we've printed this, it 
would be a good thing for each one of 
us to tell one thing we should thank 
God for, and then be sure we do it,— 
THANK GOD.

With an eternity ahead of him 
in which to contemplate that neglect, 
he pleaded that Lazarus might go to his 
father’s house to warn five brothers 
who, also, had given no thought to their 
Creator. 

“They have Moses and the prophets; 
let them hear them,” was the verdict. 

People today have the Old.-and New 
Testaments, and the witness of a vast 
multitude of born-again saints, yet many 
still do not give heed to Heaven and 
God. 

Keep CALVARY IN MIND 

“Offences will come,” Christ said in 
our text of today (Luke 17:1-4, 11-19). 
Sin will continue, People will hurt you, 
and put stumbling blocks in your way. 
“Take heed to yourselves.” Do not dis- 
like them for it. “Woe” will come to 
anyone who sins and remains unfor- 
given (John 3:18). It is your place and 
mine to forgive offending ones and help 
them to find release in the Christ of 
Calvary. “While we were yet sinners, 
Christ died for” you and me, and as we 
keep that fact in mind, we can never 
remain unforgiving or hard to fellow 
sinners for whom he also died (Rom. 
5:8). 

How many times in Leviticus 4, 5, 6 
do you find the phrase: “It shall be for- 
given him”? How many times did Christ 
tell us to forgive repentant offenders? 
The priests of Israel were never to turn 
away a sinner with an offering. There 
is no limit to the capacity of a forgiv- 
ing heart (Heb. 7:25). There is no dif- 
férence placed upon the social or finan- 
cial status of sinners. There is pardon 
for all (Lev. 5:11; 14:21, 22). Also, the 
fire upon the altar. of sacrifice was al- 
ways burning (Lev. 6:13). “Christ is 

. entered .. . into.heaven itself, now 
to appear in the presence of God for us” 
(Heb. 9:24). 

“Woe” comes to transgressors, but 
when they are sincerely sorry, we have 
the privilege of forgiving them, and re- 
minding them of Christ who can make 
them completely whole. “Thanks be 
unto God for his unspeakable gift!” By 
grace he forgives us, and gives us grace 
to forgive (Eph. 2:8). " 


Do You THANK Him? 


Ten lepers, in our lesson story, were 
cleansed, and nine kept right on going, 
trying to do something more for them- 
selves. One leper only “turned* back” 
to thank the Lord Jesus. Christ once 
had warned folk against “looking back,” 
but in this case there could be no vic- 
torious “going ahead” until further con- 
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tact had been made with a soul-cleans- 
ing, victory-giving Saviour (Rom. 7:24 
to 8:39). ; 

Girls, never go forward until you have 
stopped to praise the Lord for each new 
triumph and victory. Glibly we repeat: 
“I can do all things through Christ which 
strengtheneth me,” and when we accom- 
plish our goals, we forget, sometimes, to 
thank him. 

“I could not do this if I were not 
alone a great deal,” said a woman about 
a service that took much time. 

“Oh, yes, you could!” replied a Chris- 
tian friend. “If the Lord wanted you to 
do it, he could also provide the way” 
(Gal. 2:20; Rom. 12:1, 2). 


“““Go thy way: thy faith hath made 


thee whole,” said the Lord Jesus to the 
leper. 

“As thou goest, thy way shall be 
opened up step by step” (Prov. 4:12, 
Hebrew version). 

What a marvelous Lord!

OULD you rather be rich or poor? 

Why, you all want to be rich! And 
what would you do if you had a million 
dollars? .. . Probably you would spend 
it just as wisely or just as foolishly as 
you did the one dollar you planned to 
spend last week. See who can find this 
verse first— Luke 16:10. 

It may seem strange to you, but rich 
people are not always happy. There 
was the rich young ruler who wanted 
eternal life. But he wasn’t willing to 
give up his money to follow the Lord. 
The Lord himself told his disciples it 
was easier for a camel to go through the 
eye of a needle than for a rich man to 
enter into thé Kingdom of God. I would 
rather be in the Kingdom of God than 
be rich, wouldn’t you? Maybe, the Lord 
knows it is safer for us to be poor! 

The Lord told a story one day about 
a rich man, and a poor man. Find the 
story in Luke 16:19-26, and be ready to 
answer my questions. What nice things 
did the rich man have? What troubles 
did the poor man have? If this were 
all we knew about these two men, which 
of them would you choose to be? After 
death, what about the rich man? the 
poor man? Now, which would you 
choose to have been? The rich man was 
condemned, not because he was rich, but 
because he did not believe God and did 
not use his life and wealth for him. 
The poor man was blessed, not because 
he had been a beggar, but because he 
trusted God in spite of his “hard luck.” 

When the Lord Jesus lived on earth, 
he was poor (Luke 9:58). Why? Paul 
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tells us in 2 Corinthians 8:9. What 
riches does that mean? salvation? eternal 
life? Heaven? Yes, and a lot more than 
we realize—1 Corinthians 2:9. 

Last Sunday, in planning to spend a 
dollar, only — of you (give correct 
number) thought of returning part of 
it to God in appreciation for what he 
has done for you. When the Lord Jesus 
lived on earth, people were just as 
thoughtless about saying, “Thank you.” 
One day ten lepers called from a dis- 
tance, “Jesus, Master, have mercy on 
us.” What did they want of the Lord? 
Why did they shout from a distance? 
The Lord replied, “Go shew yourselves 
unto the priests” —the “board of health” 
at that time. As the lepers started along, 
they felt themselves made well again. 
Did they shout, “Thank.you”? Nine of 
them just kept on going. But the tenth, 
who was a Samaritan, a despised for- 
eigner, came back, fell down at the 
Lord’s feet, and thanked him. Do you 
suppose the Lord Jesus felt hurt that 
the other nine showed no appreciation? 
I think so, because he said: “Were 
there not ten cleansed? but where are 
the nine? There are not found that 
returned to give glory to God, save 
this stranger.” 

How many of you brought your heart 
banks with a love gift for the Lord 
Jesus? Let us lay them here, and each 
one of us offer a “thank you” sentence 
prayer for something he has done for 
us. (If no child mentions forgiveness of 
sin, let the teacher’s closing prayer be 
for that.) How many of you, as well as 
I, are thankful that our Heavenly Father 
forgives our sins for Jesus’ sake? 

After we have been forgiven, we must 
show our appreciation as the Lord tells 
us in Luke 17:3, 4.

brotherhood 
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precious teaching, so admirably pre- 
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ROTHERHOOD depends upon 
fatherhood. In the physical realm 
to be two brothers, boys have to have 
the same father. If they have the same 
mother but different fathers, we speak 
of such boys as half brothers. If either 
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a booklet entitled 
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one or both have been adopted into the 
family, we speak of them as foster 
brothers. Only if they have had the 
same father can they be true brothers. 

This is likewise true in the spiritual 
realm. For men to be brothers, they 
must have God as their Father. And the 
Bible tells us only one way in which 
men may have God for their Father. In 
John 1:12, 13 we read: 

“But as many as received him [the 
Lord Jesus], to them gave he power to 
become the sons of God, even to them 
that believe on his name: which were 
born, not of blood, nor of the will of the 
flesh, nor of the will of man, but of 
God.” 


Just as in the physical realm a child” 


becomes a son by being born of his 
father, so, in the spiritual realm, son- 
ship comes by birth,—the new birth of 
which the Lord Jesus spoke to Nico- 
demus when he said, “Verily, verily, I 
say unto thee, Except a man be born 
again, he cannot see the kingdom of 
God. . . . Except a man be born of 
water and of the Spirit, he cannot enter 
into the kingdom of God” (John 3:3, 5). 
5) 

There is a great deal said and written 
in these days which would have us think 
that it is a sort of corollary of the Chris- 
tian faith that God is the Father of all 
men and all men are therefore brothers. 
This, however, is a subterfuge which 
some have used to avoid God’s plan of 
sonship through accepting the Lord 
Jesus Christ as personal Saviour. That 
the Lord Jesus did not consider all men 
as children of God is evidenced by his 
plain statement to the Pharisees, “Ye 
are of your father the devil” (John 8: 
44), and by his unmistakable teaching 
that “No man cometh unto the Father 
but by me.” 

God is the creator of all men and his 
Word is filled with the record of his 
loving concern and provision for men. 
But nowhere do we find any basis for 
the claim that God considers as his sons 
those who reject his only Son, the Lord 
Jesus. Nor can men accuse God of ex- 
clusiveness in so looking upon mankind, 
since he has freely opened the way for 
all who will to receive his Son as their 
Saviour and thus become children of 
God.

But, the fact that, to the Christian, all 
men are not brothers, does not relieve 
the Christian of his responsibility toward 
his fellow men. Even though the rela- 
tionship of brotherhood does not exist, 
brotherly conduct is enjoinéd upon all 
believers. 

We are to “do good unto all men, es- 
pecially unto them who are of the house- 
hold of faith” (Gal. 6:10). As Christians, 
we are to exercise fairness and to do 
right in all our social relationships (Eph. 
6:1-9). We are to have a concern for 
the material welfare of those who are 
less fortunate (1 John 3:17). We are to 
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conduct ourselves in all humility toward 
men and toward God (1 Pet. 5:5, 6), and 
not to think of ourselves more highly 
than we should (Rom. 12:3). We are 
to be forgiving and not to seek revenge, 
but on the contrary do good even to our 
enemies (Rom, 12:19, 20). 
se 

In other words, the Christian life de- 
mands a brotherliness toward our fel- 
low men that is on a far higher plane 
than the much mentioned “brotherhood.” 
The true follower of the Lord Jesus 
will know no barriers of race or creed 
or color in recognizing as brothers all 
who have accepted and who serve the 
Lord Jesus. Nor will he deal unlovingly 
or unfairly with those of a different 
race, or creed, or color, even though 
they may reject his Lord, knowing that 
it was for such men that Christ died.

I certainly was shocked yesterday to 
learn of the translation of Charley. 

The editor of the local paper has just 
called me up to make some inquiry in 
regard to him and his visits here to 
Coatesville, and among other things he 
asked me how long I had known him. 
I replied, “Forty years for certain, and 
I think six or seven years before that.” 
So Charley has always been one of my 
eldest and dearest friends, even before 
I became a contributor to the Times. 

There is not much to say in times like 
these, but there is a whole lot to feel, 
and I am keenly feeling the loss of an 
old and dear friend. 

Mrs. Ridgway and I want you to know 
that we deeply sympathize with the im- 
mediate family and all the Times organ- 
ization in this great loss to the Times 
and to the whole Christian world. 

There are many infirmities connected 
with old age. You can lose your hair, 
but you can put on a wig; your eyesight 
becomes dim, but you can put on glasses; 
the ears may become dull, but there are 
electrical devices to aid the hearing; you 
can no longer go up the steps with a 
bound, two or three steps at a leap, but 
when you are old there is no necessity 
for the hurry. But I have found one of 
the greatest and most trying infirmities 
of old age to be that of having to stand 
by and see all your old and dearest 
friends leave you one by one for the 
Other Country. 

I have taught the Iron Rose Bible 
Class continuously for fifty-one years. 
My scholars have always been men. 
Consequently I have a much larger Iron 
Rose Bible Class over there in Paradise 
than I have here, so it has been my sor- 
rowful experience in this half century 
of teaching to see my boys, one after 
another, leave me for the land 1 have 
been telling them about and trying to 
get them there. 

I tell my men some day the Lord will 
come for me, and the “Iron Rosers” Over 
There will be upon the Jasper Walls 
crying, “Here comes old Uncle Billy.” 

Then I say to the “Iron Rosers” still 
here, “How many of you fellows will 
be along to join us who are Over There?” 
And. they all put up their hand, as much 
as to say, “We’ll be there.” 

I think that is the way we are going 
to find it with Charley. I ¢an imagine 
his father, along with his mother, wel- 
coming him as he arrives, and then he 
will be up there waiting to receive the 
rest of us.—WILLIAM H. Ripeway.
